REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art, either alone or in combination, does not disclose or render obvious 
a microresonator positioned on the substrate by, tile self-aligning feature so as to 
optically couple to the first waveguide in a coupling region, the first waveguide having a 
larger cladding index on the coupling region side than on an opposite side in 
combination with the rest of claim 1 for the reasons stated by Applicant in the Remarks 
section filed 12/7/07. 

It is noted that the claim 1 is allowable because the unique combination of each 
and every specific element stated in the claim. 

The prior art, either alone or in combination, does not disclose or render obvious 
positioning a microresonator, using the at least one self-aligning feature, so that the 
microresonator is in an optically coupling relationship with the first waveguide in a 
coupling region, the first waveguide having a larger cladding index on the coupling 
region side than on an opposite side in combination with the rest of claim 28 for the 
reasons stated by Applicant in the Remarks section filed 12/7/07. 

It is noted that the claim 28 is allowable because the unique combination of each 
and every specific element stated in the claim.
